wonting man of bis labor, they are ignor­ 
ant of the history of the limes. 
There is 
more labor to-day than there has been for 
years considering the number engaged in 
the fields and in the shops. So the farmer 
is not the only one benefitted by labor 
saving machines. He puts up a machine 
which will do the work of eight or ten 
men, but this enables him to do his work 
at a less cost, and hence he can sell his 
grain at a less profit, and still make money, 
and at the time cheapen the price of bread 
the laborer must buy.

Nor docs Mr. Langtry seem to dislike 
the renown which connects itself with his 
wife's beauty. The renown bos long since 
spread all over the muted kingdom. I 
heard a striking proof of it last summer. I 
bad been staying at a country house in 
Scotland, and on my way to another part 
of the Scottish world was passing through 
Inverness 
Mrs. Langtry had been there 
the day bitore. I over rn ss is pretty well in 
the extreme north of ^conand, aud la its 
last considerable town in that direction. A 
friend whom I met at the hotel told me 
then that Mrs. Langtry’s arrival had been 
announced in the local paper, and that she 
had been met at the railway station by a 
great company ut curious spectators. She 
nod ventured into the street a little later, 
aud had been mobbed in true London fish* 
ion. A crowd followed her wherever she 
went 
She made the journey the next day 
down the Caledonian canal, and had been 
mobbed :n the boat, as most people do. to 
sec the Falls of Towers—if I recollect the 
name rightly—and had been followed by a 
multitude up the steep path which leads lo 
them.

When is the Harvest Safe? 
Western Rural. 
Bread being the “staff” or mat a support 
of ha en an existence in civilized commo-1 
nitk-s, there ie just cause tor solicitude and 
anxiety for the safety of a growing wheat 
crop the world over, from the time that 
the seed Is placed in the ground, until the 
hat veal is threshed aud the grain placed 
in the barn. Any serious climate thrcat- 
euings alarm not only the producer but the 
container as well. lo fact the whole com­ 
mercial world is influenced by the fluctuat­ 
ing prices of oil other commodities in 
svcnpathy with the price of breadstuffs. 
Toe growing crop is la danger of damage 
by climate influences and the ravages of 
myriads of losect life. When it is in the 
slack the midsummer rams beat upon it 
and the heat and moisture have a telling 
effect upon its market value, if (he grain 
is allowed to stand until dead ripe ber 
fore it is cut, the straw aud grain lose that 
glaze-like covering watch exists wheo the 
grain is cut rn the dough state; lo many 
sections of the West the custom prevails to 
a large extent of allowing the small grains 
to stand in the shock lo await the thresher, 
which is, to eay the least, a dangerous 
practice. 
By this plan the crop frequent­ 
ly becomes almost worthless, while the ex* 
Ha, labor of slacking incurred would be 
but little. In fact the improved quality 
and c o l aition of the grain by sharing In 
the latent moisture which Is developed In 
the stick, by the “sweating” process,more 
than pays the extra expense of stacking 
There are cases, perhaps, where the grain 
is cut in good season, sold lo advance, and 
the machine mao is under bonds to ap­ 
pear at the proper time that it will pay to 
thresh out of lite shock. 
it is proper to state, however.that unless 
the stacking is done belter than much ot 
it is done which comes under our obeerva* 
Hod, grain had very nearly as well be left 
in the shock. We found it much easier 
aud better in stacking grain to remain on

There are many farmers who through 
carelessness or erroneous policy permit the 
harvest to sadly interfere with the com 
field, and the worst port of it is that they 
never fully realize the extent of the damage 
done. No greater mistake can be com­ 
mitted than to wholly forsake the com 
field for the wheat field, leaving it until 
harvesting is entirely done, and then to 
turn in to again cultivate. If left at all at 
this season of the year, it had better be left 
altogether. The damage will be far less 
than that resulting from tearing througn 
the roots after having been left to itself 
for two or three weeks. 
It is nearly always possible to keep up
